Sir John. Wrattefeey oppofed the reading of this report, fay- 
iny that he had already preferited three petitions complaining of 
the impropriety, of allowing the exportation of brafs ; ‘and that 
he had a foarth in his hand on the fame account, ‘The peo- 
ple of Birmingham, he faid, would fuffer materially if this ar- 
ticle was permitted to be carried out of the kingdum ; and, if 
his information was to be relied on, almoft the whole of their 
trade would be annihilated.’ He thought it rather extraordi 
nary alfo that thé repeal of the prohibitoty acts relative to brafs, 
was talked of many months ago, yet no ftep had been taken 
towards it .till this late period of the feafon.

Mr Brickdale faw no- good reafon why a moment fhould be 
Yoft in the taking off a prohibition which was productive of 
great injury to thofe conceraed. Ever'fince the manufacturing 
of brafs was fi-tt inftitated. in this country it had reas | 
been exported ; nor was. the legality of it ever called in quef- 
tion before che year 1780, when the revenue laws being revi- 
fed by the, commifhoners of the cuftoms this alfo came under 
their infpedtion, and a large feizure of brafs was made that had 
been entered for a foreign market.

The Sheriffs of the city of London prefented .a_ petition 
from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons of the city, againtt 
the taxes on promiffory notes, bills of exchange, and receipts, 
praying to be heard by counfel on the fame. 

The Lard Mayor faid,-there never was a tax fo univerfally 
difapproved of in the city as'this. All claffes. of people con- 
demned it as hurtful to trade, and 7 in - extreme. os 
hoped, therefore, due attention would be paid so the prayer 
oni sdent and that no objection would be raifed againtt a 
motion he propofed making, which was, that the-petition fhould 
lie on the table, an¢ when the report fron: the Commiuec 
fhould be brought up, that counfel might be heard in its be- 

Sir Grey Cooper oppofed the motion, aljedging that it was 
contrary to the eftablifhed ufage and.cuftom or the Houfe to: 
receive petitions againfta tax. The city of London only en- 
joyed the privilege of prefenting their petitions by the theriffs ; 
the Houle therefore, could aot (as it might, when a petition 
is offered by a member) know any part of the fubltance of them 
before they are read by the Clerk at the table, when it is au- 
thorifed to rejeét the prayer of.the petition, if it thould be 
found unreafonable. If the worthy Magiftrate’s motion, there- 
fore, in this inftance, was agreed to, it would be a violation of 
the practice of Parliament. He would move an amendment, - 
then, which was, that after the words ‘* That the petition lie 
on the table,” the remainder of the motion be omitted. 

The Lerd Mayor faid, that the granting the prayer of the 
petition would not be unprecedented; as the city of London 
had been heard by Counfel againft the houfe-tax. 

Lord North fhowed that the cafe alluded to was not in point, 
becaufe as counfel was heard relative to the houfe-tax, it was 
not direétly againft it, but merely to amend it.

It was on 
them the burden would fall, and they only had a right to com- 
plain, As to the land-tax, that was the moft unfair, partial, 
and unjuft tax, ever impofed.

He dif- 
fered from thofé gentlemen who were of opition that perfons in 
trade contributed more: to the tax than thofe of landed intereft. 
The latter, in the expenditure of their fortunes, would have oc- 
cafion for as many receipts.as the former. But it was ‘necef- 
fary for him to inform the Houfe of fome ‘exceptions he in- 
tended to make in the tax on notes and bills, which were, that 
guinea bank notes (being very current in Scotland) should be 
exempt from any daty. That feveral great manufa@ures beidg 
| carried on in the northern parts of England; many finall notes 
| were circulated; which notes frequently returned to the origi- 
| nal ifluers of them iu ‘a very thort {pace of time. To remedy
